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Patriotic Meeting — 
Very Successful 


The Patriotic meeting held in the 
Opera House last Friday evening 
was well attended although hardly 
as good as the cause warranted, 

The views and speakers were most 
interesting, many of those present 
having since stated that it has sel- 
dom been their good fortune to 
attend anything more interesting. 

If there was anything to be re- 
gretted concerning the meeting it 
was that it was impossible to make 
known who the speakers would be. 
Had they been properly advertis 
ed it is very doubtful that the hall 
could have contained the audience 

Mr. J.A. Irvine opened the meet- 
ing with a good half hour of the 
very best war scenes ever shown in 
this town, which he briefly but ex- 
plicitly explained, all of which were 
received with evident appreciation. 

Mr. Pater Maclean proved a very 
efficient chairman and briefly ex- 
plained the objects of the meeting, 
dwelling on patriotism for a few 
moments and stating that in his 
opionion true patriotism at the pres- 
ent time meant sacrificing—giving 
more than one can really afford, 
He deemed it a pleasure to have an 
opportunity of introducing so ex- 
cellent a program, which consisted 
of Mr. J. P, McArthur, who all 
knew as representative of the Glei- 
chen constituency in the Alberta 
government; Clifford B. Rielly, 
one of Calgary’s most prominent 
lawyers, and Rev. Dr. John Me- 
Dougall, who needed no introduc. 
tion as he was here before anyone 
else presentand known as one the 
greatest Indian missionaries in this 
great Dominion. 

Mr. McArthur surprised his friends 
by his able and enthusiastic address, 
in fact he is becoming a very fluent 
orator. He said it was ever a 
pleasure to meet his Gleichen 
friends, and now more especially as 
it was his duty to appeal to men 
and women whom he knew were 
ever ready to respond to every good 
cause, After refering to the miny 
things Alberta and this district had 
to be proud of, including the abun- 
dant harvest just reaped, and also 
the generous way the people had 
contributed to the war both in men 
and money, in a most enthusias- 
tic uppeal’ he urged them to contin- 
ue the good work,’ He stated that 
the previous evening at Strathmore, 
where there had already been start 
ed a patrivtic organization, $1,200 
in cash and other value had been 
subscribed and the people there 
were sure they would make up 
$2,G00 he recited different sinall 
places in this constituency that had 
done well and told of certain in- 
dividuals who had not the cash

The 
tary is Herbert Ames of Montreal, 
and the treasurer is the Minister of 
Finaace, Mr. White, and the aud- 
itor,the Auditor General of Canada 
The Fund is administered 
economically as is consistent with 
efficiency. It was incorporated in 
Avgust, 1914, for the purpose of 
collecting, administering and dis- 
tributing funds in the case of need, 
to the wives, children and depend- 
ent relatives of and 
residents of Canada, who during 
the present war may be on active 
service with the naval and military 
forces of the British Emo>ire and 
Great Britain’s allies. ’ 
The charter of the Fund was 
afterwards amended so that tempor- 
ary assistance might be rendered to 
the widows of men killed in action 
or dying in service, and to men in- 
valided home to Canada by reason 
of and sickness, Assist 
ance is to be given in case of need 
only, About one million two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars will 
be distributed in Alberta thi year, 
and about three thousand five hun- 
dred families are being cared for, 
Alberta receives a higher allow- 
ance from the Fund by 25% than 
does Eastern Canada. The separ- 
ation allowance for private soldiers 
is as follows: 820 per month and 
$15 half of the soldier’s pay, which 
the soldier is obliged to pay to those 
dependent upon him. In addition 
to this the Fund will advance the 
sum of 819 per month to the 
soldier’s wife or dependent mother, 
$9 per month for a child from ten 
to fifteen years of age, 86 per month

The yield of alfalfa is 
from 92,665 acres, or 2 
acre, of fodder corn 3,429,800 tons 
from 348,400 acres, or 10 tons per 
jacre, and of turnips and other roots 
64,281,000 bushels from 172,700 acres, 
or $72 bushels per acre, 

The conditions governing the pro- 
duction of potatoes have this year 
‘heen as bad as last year they were 
good, The total estimated yield is 
62,604,000 bushels from 478,600 acres, 
an average yield per acre of only 13 
bushel Last year the correspond- 
ing figures were 5,672,000 bushels, 
475,900 acres, and 180 bushels. Not 
since the average of 119 bushels in 
1910 has the rate per acre been so 
low. In Ontario, where the record 
yield of over 167 bushels per acre 
Was obtained last year, the average 
yield per acre this year is not more 
than $2.6 bushels, the lowest yield on 
record for the province. In other 
provinces the potato yield is also 
poor, excepting in Alberta and in 
British Columbis In the former 
province the total yield is 5,000 
} bushels, from 27,300 ¢ an aver- 
age of 188.8 bushels per acre, and in 
the latter the yield is 3,956,000 bush- 
els from 16,000 ueves, an average of 
247 bushels In both provinces, the 
yield per acre is larger than in any 
jyear since 1911, when the respective 
yields were 211.6 and bushels 
Wor all Canada the quality is 84 per 
cent. of the standard as compared 
with 90 per cent, last year, but in On- 
tario the quality is down to 66 per 
cent, as Compared with 101 per cent, 
last year.

The Department of Agriculture of Alberta has again 
been obliged to revise its estimate of the grain crop of the 
province, and now places the spring wheat crop at the 


splendid average of 8 fraction over 36 bushels per acre for | payments. 


whole province. ‘The oats average is 57.33 bushels per 
acre and barley 34.83 per acre, 

A favorable feature of the threshing returns this 
year is the uniform excellence of the crop throughout the 
province, 
wheat average of under 30, and in many instances go as 
high as over fifty. The banner average yield is held by 
the districts of Gleichen, Calgary and Cochrane, Didsbury, 
Hand Hills, Acadia, Coronation and Olds, which show an 
average yield of 38.5. In the districts of Camrose, Wetask- 
iwin, Leduc, South Edmonton, Vegreville, Stony Plain, St. 
Alberta, Victoria, Whitford and Lac St. Anne the average 
is 80.36. The districts of Sedywick, Ribstone, Wainwright, 
Alexandra and Vermillion yo better than 35.16, and this 
again is exceeded by the districts from Lethbridge to High 
River inclusive, which show an average of 37.97.

Wealth From Alberta's Crop 


According to an estimate by the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture,the province is richer to the extent of nearly 
seyenty million dollars by reason of the grain crop this 
year. Based on an estimated population of five hundred 
thousand, this amount, if divided equally,would mean one 
hundred and forty dollars for every man, woman and child 
in the province, and this dues not take into consideration 
the dairy and livestock production, or the wealth of the 
mines, lumber woods, fisheries, etc. The financial returns 
from the crop this year are exactly twenty-five million 
dollars in excess of the value of last yoar’s crop. :‘No won- 
der the rural districts of the province are prosperous!

Farmers Good Lumber Customers 


Farmers throughout the prairie provinces ale good 
customers of the lumber manufacturers,although consider- 
able lumber is cut in these provinces, a great deal of it, 
particularly the finer grades, is imported, mainly from 
British Columbia, On account of the growing possibilities 
of this trade, the B, C. government is establishing a special 
market‘comroission with headquarters at Regina to conduct 
a thorough investigation iuto conditions affecting the lum- 
ber trade and the requirements of farmers in the way of 
building material. There is little doubt that during the 
next few years a great number of prosperous farmers, who 
in their pioneer period, had to be satisfied with small 
homes and barnes, and the action of the B. U. government 
is designed to keep their manufacturors in touch with this 
developing market. 


Alberta Hay For Europe 


Among the business which ig now coming to Alberta 
as a result of conditions in Europe, is an unexpected 
demand for timothy hay grown in this province, Alberta 
timothy has for years enjoyed a favorable reputation in 
British Columbia, where it is extensively used in the mines 
and lumber camps, but perhaps no one could foresee that 
a demand would spring up for shipment of hay direct to 
Europe. This, however, has actually occurred, and the 
Dominion Government officials have now in hand the pur. 
chase of timothy in Alberta for export. The price offered 
for number one timothy is ten dollars, and grades down 
from that figure according to quality.

RUSSIA'S LESSON AS 
A RESULT OF WAR 


A Huge Nation Without Industriese— 
How Would Canada Fare Under 
Similar Conditions ? 


“Country Life in Canada” of Winnipeg 
had a very interesting article in a re- 
cent issue entitled, ‘Nations, With and 
Without Industries.” Russia was tak- 
en as a typical example of the nation 
without manufacturing development. 
The article calls attention to Russta’s 
position when war was declared. Rus- 
aia found herself cut off from the rest 
of Europe and America in great meas- 
ure as far as supplies of manufactured 
goods were concerned. Russia could 
not export her vast stores of food pro- 
ducts, nor secure in change for them 
manufactured goods, many of which 
were essential to the successful con- 
duct of the war. 
Result of Russia's Isolation 

Food remained cheap, but imported 
commodities became dear. The impor- 
tation of manufactured goods ceased; 
stock in stores grew less and less, im- 
ported commodities became dearer 
and dearer. Germany before the war, 
exported to Russia immense quantities 
of machinery, utensils, and chemically 


prepared materials. Nearly all drugs 
came from Germany, so a drug famine 


existed in Russia. Boots made in 
Vienna, and hats and costumes from 
Paris disappeared. Russian society 
ladies—among the best dressed in 
Europe—have been, and will be, with- 
out fashions. In this regard the upper 
and middle classes of Russia feel the 
pinch of war, because luxuries are 
abolished. The poor, however, had 
only a demand for food—and food was 
both plentiful and cheap. The peasant- 
farmer was better off, especially since 
he no longer could waste what money 
he had on vodka and beer. Economy 
and sobriety conserve the wealth of 
nations. 
Russian General's Views 

A Russian general stood with his 
staff on a hill in Poland. The Rus- 
sians were fighting one of their dog- 
ged rearguard actions, falling back on 
a line of new defences. Impotentiy 
the soldier raised his hand and shook 
{t at the advancing German horde. 
“Oh, for the machine shops of other 
lands,” cried he, “for their looms and 
factories, Then we'd fire shell for 
shell, and our soldiers would have an 
equipment to face the best in the 
world!” 

if Canada Were Embattled 

What if Canada had enemies on her 

southern frontier, and part of the 
prairie provinces in their hands. To 
the north, the unnavigable Arctic; on 
the west the Pacific Coast blockaded 
by enemy warships. Halifax being 
bombarded, enemy troops over-run- 
ning Nova Scotia, and warships 
emasbing their way up the St. Law- 
rence. It is not a pretty picture, and, 
but for the grace of God and the Brit- 
{sh Empire, we might be to-day as 
Russia is. 
Could Canada take care of herself 
fit an economic sense? We know that 
Russia has cheaper food as a result 
of the war, but even now Canada im- 
ports e, butter and other produce 
that noW gluts the home market in 
Russia. What would i avatl us if 
our wheat was held in storage as is 
Russia's in her Black Sea ports? 

Yet, ip other ways, Canada is in- 
finitely better prepared as a self-sup- 
porting country than is Russia, In 
ratio to population our factory pro- 
dustion swamps that of Russia. We 
even produce the luxuries the upper 
plesee: of Russia lack owing to the 


war. We manufacture boots, and our 
ladies are quite well satisfied with 
Canadian-made clothing. We havc the 
machine shops—the looms—that the 
war-worn Russian general longed for. 
We have, in fact, gone a good way 
along the road that proves a nation 
to be industrially organized. Econ- 
omically we have as great recuper 
ative powers financially as has Rus- 
sia—if only we conserve them. Our 
population is a flea-bite to that of Rus- 
sia—but Russia never suffered from 
a@ mania of land speculation. Her cul 
tivated area has decreased owing to 
the passing of the serf system and 
emigration; her farmers did not leave 
the land to become real estate or 
grain gamblers—as was the case in 
Canada. Russia has unequalled na- 
tional resources to-day—but no indus- 
tries in ratio to her population. There 
fe an obvious lesson in all this. Build 
up Home Industries. Fortunately 
Canada has endeavored to do so. 


PROTECTION IN AUSTRALIA 


Grain Growers’ Secretary Exchanges 
Notes With Australian Organizer 


A recent issue cf the “Grain Grow- 
ers’ Guide” contained an interesting 
letter from the General Secretary of 
the Farmers’ and Settlers’ Association 
of New South Wales. Apparently co- 
operative organization among farmers 
is making big strides in the Australian 
continent. After reviewing the co- 
operative features of the farmers’ or 
ganizations, particularly with respect 
to the dairy industry, the Seoretary’s 
letter has a paragraph bearing on the 
much vexed tariff question. Judging 
from the Secretary's viewe on this sub- 
ject the policy of protection does not 
agitate the farmers nearly as much 
in Australia as it has in the Canadian 
West during recent years. While the 
organized farmers in Australia are 
somewhat opposed to protection, their 
opposition is by no means shared by 
the majority of the agricultural pro- 


ducers, as is evident from the follow- 
ing extract from the Secretary's let 
ter: “He” 


“As regards the feeling among 
Australian producers the position is 
Gecidcdly ‘mixed,’ and it will prob 
ably surprise you to learn that the 
majority support the Protecionist 
policy.” 


Organized effort has resulted in the 
creation of a certain amount of hos 
tility towards the policy of a reason- 
able encouragement for Canadian 
manufacturing industries in this coun- 
try, but it is doubtful whether the ma- 
jority of the farmers in the West are 
much more against protection than 
their fellow-farmers of Australia.

Subscriptions of $1.50 Declared Neces- 
sary in View of Increased Cost

W. kK. Smallpiece of the Renfrew, 
Ont., Mercury, and &. Roy Sales of the 
Port Elgin Times, after a trip through 
the West, were interviewed in Winni- 
peg recently. Mr. Smallpiece is presi-

Since the inaugura- 
tion of cost finding systems (a new 
departure in the publishing and print- 
ing busine: it has been discovered 
that weekly papers cannot be pro- 
duced tor $1 a year—nor for $1.50 for
